Borden Pledges Himself 
to Voluntary System. 


OTTAWA, Jan. 18.—War has sob- 
ered Parliament; It was a serious 
but confident and at’times enthusias- 
tic House which yesterday heard the 
two leaders voice Canada’s determin- 
ation to, assume greater responsibili- 
ties and to make even greater sacri- 
fices and efforts for the prosecution 
of the struggle to a victorious peace.

ATTACK IS DELAYED. 


Enemy Cannot Move on Salonica 
Until February at Least. 


LONDON, Jan. 18.—A_ despatch 
from Salonica, dated Friday, says: 

“Col. Bokovitch, the Serbian Min- 
ister of War, before leaving here for 
Brindisi on the Greek torpedo-boat 
destroyer Velos, said Serbia would 
offer the Allies in two months a 
completely reorganized army of 100,- 
000 men. 

“The Minister said the Bulgarians 
were advancing in Albania under the 
greatest difficulties owing to the lack 
of roads, He added that despite 
the Italians disembarkation in Al- 
bania it will be necessary for the 
Serbs to leave the country.” 

Another despatch from the same 
correspondent dated Saturday says 
the provisioning of the Austro-Ger- 
man, Bulgarian, and Turk troops and 
che transport of their artillery and 
munitions is s6 difficult that it is es- 
timated they will not be in condition 
to take the offensive against the En- 
tente allies before two weeks. 

The correspondent adds that aerial 
reconnaissances have made known 
the dispositions of the troops of the 
central powers agd their allies. 

The Salonica correspondent of the 
Echo de Paris says: 

“Bulgarian troops are quitting 
Monastir, being replaced by Germans, 
of whom 50,000 have arrived al- 
ready. 

“German officers declare that these 
troops will co-operate with the Aus- 
trians in cleaning up Albania, after 
which they will join the army which 
is to advance against Salonica.” 

The Greek Government faces the 
serious problem of supplying its 
troops at Serres with food as the re- 
sult of the blowing up of railroad 
bridges by the Allies in Northern 
Greece, and may be compelled either 
to withdraw or disband certain por- 
tions of these troops, according to a 
Reuter Telegram Company’s despatch 
from Salonica under date of Jan. 13.

BERLIN, Jan. 18.-——Montenegro 
has unconditionally surrendered to 
Austria.

It is belleved 
they will include the cession of 
Mount Lovcen to Austria and the 
northern Albanian town of Scutari to 
Montenegro. 

Announcement of the submission 
of the little mountain kingdom was 
made yesterday by General Head- 
quarters of the Austro-Hungarian 
army and by Count Tisza, the Hun- 
garian Premier, before the Hungar- 
jan Parliament. 

The sudden announcement of 
Montenegro’s capitulation came on 
the heels of despatches quoting her 
King and Cabinet Ministers to the

Tremendous Pressure the Barrels of 
Big Guns Must Bear. 

Modern high powered guns could not 
be built without steel strong enough to 
resist the enormous pressures to which 
they are subjected. Few understand 
bow great these pressures are—alinost 
as far beyond ordinary coniprehension 
as are the distances of the stars or the 
number of atoms in a glass of water. 
An attempt to state the natter in a 
form that will mean something to the 
ordinary mind is made by a contribu- 
tor to La Nature ip an article eutitied 
“The Strains Resisted by Gun MetaL” 
He writes: 

“When the marvels of modern artil- 
lery are described perbaps we direct 
our admiration too exclusively to the 
mechaniciaus who bave combined to 
construct it. We must not, however, 
forget the metallurgist, fur it is owing 
to the astonishing qualities of the metal 
that the gun is so well able to resist 
the enormous strain due tu the detona- 
tion of the explosive. 

“It is interesting to cite here some 
figures published by Commandant Reg- 
nault. At each discbarge of a gun, in 
the case of our fleld pieces, in less than 
tbree-tentbs of a second tbe pressure 
exceeds twenty tons to the square inch, 
und the speed of the projectile Jeaving 
the muzzle is wore than 2,500 feet a 
second. 

“The energy developed may be put 
at about 500,000 foot pounds. In otb- 
er words, considering the cannon as a 
motor working during an exceedingly 
sbort time, we may place its rating at 
about 20,000,000 horsepower. 

“Not only must the metal be made to 
resist these strains time after time. but 
to do so under unfavorable conditions, 
such as the high temperatures produc- 
ed by the explosives. And not only 
must the metal of the gun be as strong 
as this, but it is the same with that of 
the shell. The shell of our ‘seventy- 
five’ supports a pressure estimated at 
seventeen tons. The work of the de- 
vice that takes up the recoil reacbes 
about twelve tons to the square inch, 
and the mount neutralizes at each dis- 
charge about two tons. 

“In fact, these conditions are realiz- 
ed in quite a remurkable way. It has 
been possible to test in the machine 
sbop the pieces of 1 battery that bas 
fired several thousand sbots and to 
show that they bave suffered not the

Violent Attempt is Made to Recap- 
ture Trenches from Italians. 


LONDON, Jan. 18.—The Austrians 
made a violent attempt on Friday to 
recover the positions at Oslavia, 
north-west of Goritz, which they lost 
on November 20. These positions 
have. been subjected to many attacks 
since the Italians crowded the Aus- 
trians out of them two months ago. 

The attack on Friday was begun 
with a heavy artillery bombardment 
on the positions between the Peumi- 
co Torrent (south of Oslavia and be- 
tween that village and the village of 
Peuma) and Oslavia. This was fol- 
lowed by an infantry attack, which 
was repulsed. Then came another 
infantry attack which was successful 
in gaining for the Austrians some of 
the trenches occupied by the Italians 
between Hill 188 and Oslavia. 

Saturday morning the Italians 
made a counter-attack, driving the 
Austrians back beyond Oslavia and 
reoccupying the positions east of the 
village. The battle in which the Ital- 
fans captured Oslavia in November 
was a particularly bloody engage- 
ment, the captured trenches being 
filled with Austrian dead when the 
Italians finally occupied them. 


$15,000,000 Fire in Bergen. 

CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Jan. 18. 
via London.—A third of the City of 
Bergen, a thriving Norwegian mari- 
time city, with a population of 90,- 
000, was destroyed Saturday night by 
fire. The damage is estimated at/| 
$15,000,000. Two lives are reported 
lost. The conflagration is said to 
have been the worst ever recorded in| 
Norway. 

The business section, with its old 
wholesale houses, several of the larg- | 
est of the hotels, a number of schools, | 
the electric plant and banks and 
newspaper buildings, was the burned 
part.

The Despised Hindu Pariah and the 
Bonds He Strives to Break. 

Nowhere does Hindu priestcraft show 
its original despotism more clearly than 
in the ordinances prohibiting all social 
communication. with the “depressed 
classes,” or the so called pariahbs, . 

Those who know conditions will agree 
that neither the term “pariah” nor “de- 
pressed” is strong or explicit enough to 
convey-to the minds of the readers the 
real condition of the pariab, A dog is 
allowed to come near a man, a cat is 
allowed to enter a house, but/not a 
pariah. If even the shadow of a pariah 
touches.a caste man the latter must 
bathe away his pollution, 

One day on the bank of a river a 
Brahman was performing his midday 
ablutions. A few pariabs were tugging 
at a boat, with a rope tied to the mast. 
The moment the shadow of the rope 
fell on the Brahman at prayer he look- 
ed at the men who were tugging the 
boat and was furious with rage. His 
bath was lost, his ablutionary rites lost, 
by the touch of the shadow of a rope 
in the hands of parials, He plunged 
into the river again, this time not say- 
ing his bathing hymns, but abusffig the 
pariahs for causing him extra trouble. 

The maharaja of Travancore and the 
gaekwar of Baroda have already al- 
lowed the pariahs to send representa- 
tives into their imperial legislative 
councils, The latter has established 
special schools and boarding houses to 
facilitate the education of the “un- 
touchables” of his state. The pariahs 
themselves are taking courage and ob- 
jecting to the ignominies to which they 
are subjected. At the least displeas- 
ure they go on strike and bring the 
high caste people to their knees. Some 
time ago the sweepers and scavengers 
of Simla went on strike for higher 
wages\and made the government of his 
Britannic majesty accept the terms 
which they dictated.—Basanta Koomar 
Roy in Century Magazine.

That idea of water ‘tricking along a 
tube was the basis of his new fuse 
Instead of the old fuse, burning powd- 
er the new one caused the explosion 
by the combination of water witha 
pinch of potash. The sea water 
tricked along the wire down the tube 
to the potash. When it reached it 
the explosion followed ; and best of 
experiments showed that the 
depth of which the explos‘on occur- 


! ved was in exact relation to the length 


of the tube. Thus witha short tube 
the shell had time only to dive six 
feet before the explosion came, while 
with a tube twice as longit had plung- 
ed 12 feet before the water mingled 
with the potash. 

That practically gave the experi- 
menters what they wanted. Aftera 
few more tests they knew how to set 
the fuse to explode at a given inch of 


depth, and at the same time another 


device prevented the shels from ex- 
ploding by accidental or deliberate 
flooding of the battleship’s mougazine 
where the shells would be stored. 

Next the British and Italian Navies 
had some more experiments on a 
large scale in quiet secluded spots, 
and then the British went ont into 
the North Seaand cleaved away all 
the German submarines. That is 
said to be the reason why we are still 
building battleships in this country 
and why German newspapers would 
rather talk about the Balkans than 
the submarine blockade.
